REMARKS 

Claims 1,2,4, and 7-9 remain pending in the present application. Claim 1 has 
been amended. Basis for the amendments can be found throughout the specification, 
drawings and claims as originally filed. 

The undersigned attorney would like to thank Examiners Larson and Newhouse 
for the courtesies extended to him during the personal interview on December 19, 2006. 
During the interview, above Claim 1 , as well as the cited references, were discussed. 

OBJECTION TO THE CLAIMS 

The Examiner has objected to Claim 1 for a typographical error. Applicant has 
amended the claim to overcome the Examiner's objection and respectfully request 
withdrawal of the same. 

CLAIM REJECTIONS UNDER 35 U.S.C. §103 

The Examiner has rejected Claims 1, 2, and 4 under 35 U.S.C. §1 03(a) as being 
unpatentable over Kazunari (JP 2002125282) in view of Masakki (JP 10210120) further 
in view of Taylor (U.S. Patent No. 3,710,784). The Examiner alleges that the 
combination would render Applicant's claims obvious to those skilled in the art. 

Claim 1 defines a holder for a portable wireless device. The holder includes a 
vibration transmitting member arranged on a rear portion of a pocket. The vibration 
transmitting member has a first portion projecting into the pocket portion to connect the 
wireless device and a second portion projecting outside of the rear portion of the pocket 
so that the second portion of the vibration transmitting member directly contacts an arm 
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of the wearer. Also, the vibration transmitting member has recesses or projections on 
the arm contacting surface which directly contacts the arm. 

The art cited by the Examiner fails to disclose or illustrate Applicant's claims. 

As was pointed out at the inten/iew, the Kazunari reference does not include a 
vibration transmitting member. The Kazunari reference illustrates a music device 10, 
such as an MP3 player, which is positioned in a pouch. The music device 10 is 
electrically coupled to a vibration transducer 16 via hard wires, as illustrated in Figure 4. 
The musical device does not vibrate. Electronic impulses are electronically passed from 
the music device, via the wires, to the vibration transducer, to cause vibration. This is 
unlike Applicant's claims. The device does not create a vibration due to an incoming 
call. 

The Masakki reference cited by the Examiner illustrates a device which is clipped 
to a user's belt. The device includes a clip which surrounds the belt to hold the device 
onto the belt. The Masakki reference, also like the Kazunari reference, fails to disclose 
or suggest the projection or recesses on its surface. Also, due to the clip and belt 
combination, it does not illustrate directly contacting the arm of the wearer. 

The Examiner combines the Taylor reference to illustrate various ribs. As was 
pointed out at the interview, the ribs are covered in the Taylor reference. The ribs are to 
provide a massaging effect. It was also pointed out at the interview that Applicant's ribs 
suppress slippage of the device relative to the wearer's skin. 

Accordingly, the Examiners conceded that the cited references did not disclose 
or illustrate Claim 1. Accordingly, Applicant believes Claim 1 to be patentably 
distinguishable over the art cited by the Examiner. 
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Likewise, Applicant believes Claim 2, 4 and 7-9 which depend from Claim 1 to 
be patentably distinct over the art cited by the Examiner. 

The Examiner has rejected Claims 7 and 9 as being unpatentable over the above 
references further in view of Fujihashi (U.S. Patent No.6,478,205) and Claim 8 as being 
unpatentable over the above further in view of Toyooka (U.S. Patent No, 6,504,928). 

The Fujihashi and Toyooka references fail to remedy the deficiencies of the 
above combination. Accordingly, Applicant believes Claims 7-9 to be patentably 
distinct over these references. 

In light of the above amendments and remarks, Applicant submits that all 
pending claims are in condition for allowance. Accordingly, Applicant respectfully 
requests the Examiner to pass the case to issue at his earliest possible convenience.
